NEEDED IN THE SENATE. 

A great variety of causes has tended the 
ame way in strengthening this original pur- 
pose.

Another thing which it is believed isa 
potent factor in influencing Senator Allison’s 
determination is his sincere desire that J. S. 
Clarkson be made a member of the Cabinet. 
It was not iong after the election that the 
Senator, in talking toa friend, said with a 
good deal of emphasis that he was for Clark- 
son fora placein the Cabinet. He agreed 
with the members of the National Com- 
mittee that it would bea graceful thing to 
recognize Mr. Clarkson’s services in the cam- 
paign, and he thought that tne West wouid 
be well represented it he were chosen. For 
this reason the Senator always received with 
impatience the suggestion that he would be 
tendered the Treasury Department and any 
other Iowa dian be thus barred from a Cab- 
met position. But the tender came, and then 
the pressure was brought to bear to induce 
Senator Allison to accept. His friends have 
all appreciatec the causes which led Gen. 
Harrison to ask Senator Allison to take the 
Treasury Department, and they are not blind 
to the considerations which are put forward 
for his acceptance. But they say these con- 
siderations are outweighed by the reasons 
why he should decline. In their view this is 
all there is to the case. 


HARRISON WILL BE PERPLEXED. 


If Allison Refases to Go into the Cabinet, 
Who Will Take the Treasury Portfolio? 
InpraNapouis, Ind., Jan. 31.—[Special.]— 

If Senator Allison does not accept the po- 

sition that bas been offered him Gen. Harri- 

son will be greatly disappointed, and his per- 
plexity over the Cabinet problem will be 
even greater than it has been up to this time. 

It was evident to his friends after Senator 

Allison left here last Monday that the Presi- 

dent-elect was not satisfied with the result 

of the interview, and from his manifest de- 
spondency was drawn the inference that Mr. 

Allison bad not accepted. It is now un- 

derstood that when he came he told 

Gen. Harrison that he thought it 

would be advisable for him to defer 

giving a positive answer until after his re- 
turn to Washington and he promised not to 
delay reaching a determination longer than 
afew days. The conference indicated to the 
mind of Gen. Harrison that Mr. Allison was 
reluctant to leave the Senate, and that if he 
acce it would be at the sacrifice of his 
own preferences. Before the close of the 
week, Mr. Allison will either accept or de- 
cline, and until that anxiously awaited mes- 
sage is received from him there will be little 

done in relauon to Cabmet matters. If the 
Iowa Senator deciines it is believed here 
that the Secretary of the Treasury will be 
either an Indiana or Onio man. It is under- 
stood to be the determination of the Presi- 
dent-elect not to choose a New York man for 
the position.

CALIFORNIA TO BE REPRESENTED. 

There is scarcely any doubt that California 
is to be represented in the Cabinet, and it is 
almost equally certain that Mr. Estee will be 
the chosen man, but instead of being made 
the Secretary of the Interior, the posi- 
tion to which he has deen assigned 
in the speculation, it is probable, 
according to the latest trustworthy 
information, that he will be made the Attor- 
ney General. Gen. Harrison is known to 
have said to a friend that he believed that 
California ought to be represented in the 
Cabinet. He has not indicated who would 
be his choice, but it is supposed that Mr. 
Estee will be because he is supported by the 
press and the party organization of the Pa- 
cific coast as the man they prefer should be 
honored. The information has been brought 
to Indianapolis that he is indorsed by every 
Republican paper in California except one 
published at the home of John W. Swift. 

SENATOR SABIN WILL CALL. 

It is expected that Senator Sabin of Minne- 
sota will arrive here tomorrow, and it is 
stated that he comes to talk with the Presi- 
dent-elect about the Cabinet. It is reported 
that he has been summoned here, but it is 
authoritatively stated that the invitation to 
him to visit Gen. Harrison was general, such 
as was extended to other Senators, and there- 
tore there is not such important significance 
in his coming as telegrams from St. Paul 
have made it appear. He will arrive here to- 
morrow morning at 3 o’clock and will remain 
until afternoon.

BIG ENOUGH FOR HIS TASK, 


THE PRESIDENT-ELECT AS REGARDED 
BY VISITING STATESMEN, 


Men in Washington Who Have Made the 
Pilgrimage to Indiavapolis Take Back 
the Same Impressions — Harrison's 
Kquipment Contrasted with That of 
His Six Immediate Predecessors—Lack- 
ing Not in Courage-As to Orval Service 
Reform, 

Wasninetor, D. C., Jan. 31.— [Special.] — 
There are a dozen men in Washington who 
have visited and talked with the President- 
elect since November. It is a rather re- 


markable fact that these visitors without ‘ 


exception bring to Washington the same im- 
pressions concerning the manner of man he 
is and the effect his elevation to high position 
has had uponhim. These returning pilgrims 
have become the centres from which raai- 
ated a belief concerning the cnaracteristics 
of the coming President that is now universal 
among welt informed public men. In this 
manner has it come to pass that no more is 
the question heard of the new Gef Magis- 
trate: “Is he strong, contained, broad; 1s 
he equal to the emergency?’’ These are no 
longer questions of interestin Washington. 
They have been answered in the affirmative. 
Wu there is yet, of course, curiosity as to 
the methods the new President will adopt 
and the manner in which he will meet the 
ever-varying conditions of public and party 
policy with which a Presicent is confronted, 
men are not divided in opinion concerning 
his qualifications and his character. You 
hear nobody inguiring if Harrison is meek, 
if he is vacillating, if he likes to lean on men, 
if he is easily played upon, if he lacks cour- 
age, if he is wanting in that familiarity with 
public persons and methods which is so in- 
dispensable to the highest admunistratiye suc- 
cess. : 
It is a curious fact that this is the first 
President of modern times of whom such in- 
quiries have not been made in the buzzing of 
the court before h's advent upon the scene of 
action. All other incoming Presidents have 
had doubts to satisfy and suspicions to re- 
move by actual test of their mettle. Lincoln 
was well known only in tne West, having 
served but for a brief season in Congress. 
He came to Washington without the confi- 
dence of many of his own partisans. Grant 
was a soldier, almost without familiarity 
with civil affairs. Hayes was suspected of 
being a weakling. Garfield, though long in 
public life, was known to be deficient in 
moral stamina and steadiness. Arthur was 
looked upon as a man of accident. Cieveland, 
another mushroom, had been tried ina field 
that was merely local, and was lamentably 
ignorant of National movements and prece- 
dents. Only one of these half-dozen Presi- 
dents had been trained in the Capitol school, 
where the trade of statesmanship is best ac- 
quired, and this one, Gartield, lived too short 
a time to admit of a fair verdict in history on 
the success or failure of his Administration. 
Of greater experience and learning than any 
of the others, he had fundamental weak- 
nesses which even his brilliaacy had not been 
able to conceal, and there were many fore- 
bodings of the unfortunate and tempestuous 
incidents of his short careerin the Executive 
Mansion. 

Harrison’s equipment, contrasted with that 


| of his six immediate predecessors, is seen to 


be unusualiy strong. He will be the only 
President since Buchanan to take office with 
the advantage of previous experience in the 
United States Senate. As to his tempera- 
‘ment, the character of which is now too 
ill by me changed conditions of his life, 
‘bring only one report. Their verdict, more- 
over, is not that of adulation, of sycophantic 
bowing before the coming King, for these 
are men accustomed to the keenest analysis 
of character, habitually critical, some of 
them even envious. 
BIG ENOUGH FOR HIS WORK. 

It is noteworthy that at least eight or ten 
of the men who have visited Harrison with- 
in the last two months make certain re- 
marks concerning him of identical meaning 
—to wit: He is big enough for the work. 
Hé realizes what it is to be President. He 
thoroughly appreciates his power, his re- 
sponsibility.“ Some of the men who have 
made remarks’ like these have been ques- 
tioned more closely as to their meaning, 
and one of them gave the following expiana- 
tion: 

I mean that he Is not underestimating the 
office. He feels that he has been called upon 
for four years to be one of the greatest of 
living men. He is trying to rise to the level 
of his idol. I do not mean to say there is any 
small vanity about him, that there has been 
any puffing up or swelling. Not that. But 
he gave me the impression of a man who is 
readjusting himself, making ready to fully and 
really be that which he has been called to be. 
Take bis manners, for instance. He is now 
more courtly and cunsiderate, pays more at- 
tention to the small amenities of sociai and 
official intercourse than when he was simply 
Benjamin Harrison, lawyer, or even Senator. 
It is like this all along the line of his move- 
ments and methods. Heis in training, with 
himself fora monitor. He appears to re- 
member that he is President, the grandson 
of a President, and in the two hours I spent 
with him I judged his predominating char- 
acteristics to be earnestness, conscientious. 
ness, and a firmness that narrowly escapes 
stubbornness.” 

Can you — some significant remark 
of his!“ 

“Yes. Wewere taiking about the situa- 
tion in New York. He said he was much 
pained by the factional rivalry which ap- 
peared to be developing in that State, and 
said: Some of the men up there seem to be 
afraid that if I should give a Cabinet place 
to the faction they are notin sympathy with 
the power of patronage would be used to 
tear down one faction and build up thé 
other. That is something I will not permit. 
I a New York man should be called into the 
Cabinet or any other high piace I will not 
have him using one iota of the patronage of 
his office to build up the faction to which he 
belongs in order to make it stronger than the 
other. I shall make it my buginess in person 
to see that this be not done. I will not have as 
much as a piece of muslin come between me 
and the Republicans or any set of Republic- 
ans in New York.’ I was particularly struck 
with the manner in which Gen. Harrison said 
this. He was muchin earnest, and that ex- 
pression about having not as much as a piece 
of musun between the Administration and 
either of the factions ian New York he re- 
peated twice during the conversation.“

VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 


THE FRENCH HOUSE OF DEPUTIES 


STAND BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


An Animated Scene in the Chamber—Op- 
ponents of Boulanger Discuss Means 
for Stopping the Rapid Growth of His 
Popularity—Paual De Cassagnac’s Kea- 
son for Supporting the Government 
The Scrutin d' Arrondissement. 


Paris, Jan. 381.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies today M. Jouvencel interpellated the 
Government regarding measures it intended 
to take to arrest the progress of Boulangism. 
The speaker attrrbuted the change in public 
opinion chiefly to the insults that have been 
daily heaped upon the Government and to 
the indifference of the Ministers toward 
their revilers. The liberty of the press and 
liberty of speech had been allowed to degen- 
erate into license. The Government ought 
to defend itself from the attacks of slander- 
ers. 

Premier Floquet, before replying to M. 
Jouvencel, asked leave to introduce a bill re- 
establishing the scrutin d’arrondissement 
system of election. Deputy d’Qrmano, a 
Bonapartist, kere exclaimed: The only 
possible issue is the dissolution of the Cham- 
ber.” M. Cazeaux, a member of the Right, 


asked leave to speak on a matter of urgency. - 


The President refused permission. Fresh 
protests from members of the Right led to a 
scene of great confusion. The President 
finally called the memoers.to order and de- 
cided that the House must hear M. Floquet. 

M. Floquet held that the establishment of 
the sorutin d’arrondissement system would 
in no way assail universal Suffrage. If his 
policy obtained the approval of the Repub- 
lican party he would pursue it with great- 
er authority, but if it was not approved he 
woula resign. The Government, he said, 
did not think that measures ought 
to be taken against the liberty of the press, 
bat they were bound to legislate against 
those who were seeking to overturn the Re- 
public. The existing laws dealing with hos- 
tile combinations were inadequate, while the 
increase of means of communication and the 
growth of wealth furnished persons having 
criminal designs with means of action 
which could not be foreseen by the 
framers of the penal code. The Goverament 
would therefore propose fresh measures for 
the repression of attempts against the secur- 
ity of the State. A great change had oc- 
curred in electoral proceedings. Universal 
suffrage had become the tool of all sorts of 
commercial combinations through syndicates 
operating through paid bands of agitators. 
The Government would also introduce a bill 
for the modification of the press iaws re- 
garding plavards. 

Alter a general explanation of the Govern- 
meut’s policy M. Floquet concluded his speech 
by saying that if a majority of the members 
of the Chamber of Deputies were discon- 
tented or thought a nearer approach ought to 
be made to the policy of the Right or the 
Left the Chamber must seek other Minis- 
ters. In the meantime he asked the House 
for a vote of confidence, 


PAUL DE CASSAGNAOC SPEAKS. 

M. Paul de Cassagnac followed the Premier. 
He reproached M. Floquet with attacking 
univeral suffrage and said it was now the 
Right upon whom fell the duty of defending 
suffrage against the Government. Universal 
suffrage commands; it must be obeyed. 
“ Dissoluwuon’”’ had practically been made 
the test word. The situation for the Minis-

M. Floquet replied that it was unecessary to 
combat tne idea of. a dictatorship. They 
must fight it resolutely in a legal way, using 
fresh weapons if necessary. 

M. Demontjau declared that it was time to 
put an end to Boulangism. Boulanger ought 
to be watched and stovped on * march. 
[Cheers from the Left. ] 

M. Laguerre (Boulangist) . the 
House that the Boulangist propaganda was 
supported by thousands of citizens. Those 
citizens, he said, desired an honest Republic. 
They desired a Republic open to all French- 
men, in contradistinction to a Republic gov- 
erned by a parliamentary clique. It was an 
infamous slander to say that Boulangism was 
supported by funds received from abroad. 

M. Clémenceau held that although Paris 
had made a demonstration that displayed its 
discontent, no reason existed for a change of 
Government. 

M. Montaut then presented this motion: 
“That the House, confident in the firmness 
of the Government, passes to the order of 
the day.”’ 

The motion was accepted by the Govern- 
ment and adopted by a vote of 300 to 240. 

Gen. Boulanger did not appear in the 
Chamber during the debate. 

THE SCRUTIN D’AHRONDISSEMENT. 

The founder of the Republican system which 
M. Fioquet represents was Gambetta. A year or 
two before Gambetta died he exclaimed: ** With- 
out the scrutin de liste the Republic will

With Marseilles, Lyons, Tours, Bordeaux, ana 
the big towns there was no difficulty. The favor 
ite son of Marseilles or Lyons was likely to be a 
person of some credit in the nation, 

With the small towns and villages it was oth- 
erwise. The favorite son of Ste. Brioche, having 
2000 inhabitants, was sure to be nobody outside 
the limits of Ste. Brioche. He came to the 
chamber solely in the interest of Ste. Brioche. 
He viewed national measures merely as they 
concerned Ste. Brioche. He occupied the time 
ofthe French Parliament with proposals for 
ameliorating the drainage of Ste. Brioche or for 
replacing the oil lamps with gas. In America he 
would have found his natural place ina State 
Legislature.

TO CAPTURE COL. CLAYTON'S MURDERER. 


The Little Rock Board of Trade Will 
Offer a Further Reward. 

Lrrrin Rock, Ark., Jan. 81.—[Special.]— 
The excitement here over the assassination 
of Col. John M. Clayton shows no signs of 
abatement. Eariy this morning the streets 
were flooded with dodgers calling 2 meeting 
of the members of the Board of Trade for 3 
o’clock p. m., to take action regarding the 
assassination of Col. John M. Clayton at 
Piummerville, Ark. The meeting was called 
to order by President James A. Jones The 
leadidg bankers, merchants, professional 
men, and manufacturers of the city were 
present. 

President Jones made a brief address out- 
lining the object of the meeting, and was fol- 
lowed by Capt. R. E. Douglas, who intro 
duced a preamble and resolutions in which, 
after reciting the facts in connection with 
the murder, the Legislature is called upon to 
offer a reward of $5,000 for the apprehension 
of the assassins. 

Upon motion of George W. Martin a sub- 
scription was started among members of the 
Board of Trade, the amount subscribed to be 
added to the other rewards offered, and to be 
known as the Board of Trade reward. Nearly 
$1,000 was subscribed at once. The President 
chen appointed a committee to attend the 
funeral of Col. Clayton at Pine Bluff tomor- 
row, and tile meeting adjourned. 

Prne BTurr, Ark., Jan. 31.—[Special.]— 
The remains of the late John M. Clayton ar- 
rived at 12 o’clock today from Little Rock. 
They were accompanied by a committee of 
citizens and a detachment of Knights Tem- 
plar. The remains were taken to the Clay- 
ton residence and from there to the Method- 
ist Church, Where the body will lie in state 
until 2 0’c tomorrow afternoon, when the 
interment takes place at Beilwooa Cemetery. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 31.—[Special. ]|— 
Representative Breckinridge is stili without 
direct information of tbe details of the mur- 
der of his late opponent, John M. Clayton. 
His several telegrams requesting the facts 
remain unanswered, as do those sent for the 
same purpose by Senator Jones.

New Tonk. Jan 31.—It is officially an- 
nounced today that negotiations are nearly 
completed by which the east-bound business 
of the Gould Southwestern system will be 
directed over roads operated by the Rich- 
mond Terminal Company. Thé arrangement 
will, be in the shape a traffic 


centre of the surface car strike switched from 
Sixth avenue to Broadway this morning. 
This was because the first attempt of the 
Broadway line to run cars since the tie-up 
began was made. The strikers deserted 
their posts along other lines and centred 
their forces on the road of boodle fame. 
There was turmoil on that line all day, and 
while the Broadway company had the satis 
faction of running a few oars it is doubtful 
whether the game was worth the candle. 
About half-past 2 a car got as far as Forty- 
eighth street and Broadway, when it came 
to a stop against some paving stones 
that had been: placed across the 
tracks. A few feet further, on the 
down-town track, lay a wagon overturned. 
At Fifty-eighth and Fifty-ninth streets sev- 
eral dirt carts belonging to private contract- 
ors were seized and dumped on the tracks. 
A coupie of thousand people quickly gathered. 
Patrolman William Nevins of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station was alone, but 
tried to preserve order. Alfred Bigelow, a 
black-bearded man respectably dressed, 
threw a stone at Nevins. The officer, with a 


mob at his heels, chased him down Fifty- 


eighth street eastward and caught him. 
Nevins took his man and marched him to the 
station. 

About 5 o’clock another boulevard car 
came up Broadway and was stopped by an- 
other overturned wagon at Forty-seventh 
street, which ope mob had placed there while 
another mob was being dispersed by the po- 
hee. Officers Lynch and Bernstein were in 
charge of the car and Roundsman Morgan 
was on the spot. These officers, with some 
others, started to move on the mob. John Ker- 
wick, a driver, was pushed by Roundsman 
Morgan because he refused to move from the 
west corner of Forty-seventh street. Kerwick 
ran across Broadway pursued by Morgan. 
In front of a car tactory Kerwick drew a 
small knife and made a lunge at the rounds- 
man, catching him on the left arm. The 
officers sailed into the driver with their 
ciubs, and the wonder is that the man was 
not killed. The mob became furious; stones 
were hurled. Policeman Lynch gratibed 
John Nesdale, a car driver. About 300 men 
charged on the police and tried to rescue 
Nesdale. Lynch, who had his- revolver in his 
hand, faced about and fired several snots 
over the heads of the crowd. Suddenly from 
the mob came the flash of a pistol and Nes- 
dale, the prisoner, staggered and fell. He 
was shotin the leg above tne knee. Ser- 
geant Kear and a reinforcement turned the 
tide of battle. Nesdale was taken to Belle- 
vue. 

Five cars ran to Twenty-sixth street, five 
to Broome, and five to the Battery during 
the day. The Broadway cars stopped run- 
ning at 5 p. m. . 

About 11 this morning a dense crowd of 
men and boys suddenly massed themselves 
on Tenth avenue and Fifty-fifth street. Half 
a dozen carts were driven from side streets 
laden with great rocks from the lots up-town 
where blasting is going on for building pur- 
poses. They were dumped on the Tenth av- 
enue tracks and the carts were driven away 
before the police could penetrate tne inter- 
vening mob. The barricade remains on the 
street. It is a formidable fortification, be- 
hind which a few resolute men armed with 
revolvers could keep at bay an attacking 
force of many hundreds of policemen. 

The Sixth Avenue Road had a peaceful 
time today and carried a good many passen- 
gers, mostly women, who rather seemed to 
enjoy the sensation. The road started at a 
quarter past 8 in the morning and forty cars 
were kept on until 5 this evening. 

The Fourth Avenue line ran sixty of its 220 
regular cars and the other roads ran a few 
cars, but the net gain of the companies was 
not great. Ine backbone of the strike is b 
no means broken and no one knows when it 
willend. The State Board of Arbitration 
has abandoned its efforts to obtain a settle- 
ment. Mayor Grant today said he would act 
as mediator, but how he can mediate when 
the companies decline to nize the or- 
ganization of the men is a hard quesuon to 
answer. ‘ 

In 2 the attempt to run cars over 
Deacon Richardson’s tied up lines was much 
less successful than the work in New York. 
It required 600 policemen to run three cars. 
They were fighting all day inst deter- 
mined crowd of strikers, It looks tonight as 
though all the Brooklyn lines would be tied 
up tomorrow. 


DISCHARGING CUSTOMS OFFICIALS. 


Three More Assistant Appraisers Lose 
Their Official Heads.

CAPT. ZALINSKI’S DYNAMITE GUN, 


Further Tests Witnessed by a Number of 
Distinguished Spectators. | 
New York, Jan. 31.— [Special. A fur- 
ther test was made by Capt. Zalinski at Fort 
Lafayette this morning of the pneumatic 
dynamite gun. The projectiles were directed 
toward Coney Island Point. The first shell 
weighed 975 pounds and was loaded with 550 
pounds of sand. It attained a range of one 
mile. The second shell, weighing 980 pounds, 
the heaviest yet put into the gun, was 
loaded with pounds of nitro-gelatine 
and 200 pounds of dynamite. When fired 
it shot through the air in a perfectly 
straight course ana exploded in the water 
1,798 yards away, sending up a volume of 
water ana black mud high in the air. The 
third shot was made with a ten-inch sub-cali- 
bre projectile loaded with 220 pounds of sand. 
This attained a range of 3,012 yards. Among 
those who witnessed the three trials were 
Commander Goodrich and Lieuts. Corden, 
Fullam. and Fiske of the Navy Department; 
Duke de Dureal, tousin of the King of Spain: 
Capt. Narela, military attaché of the Spanish

A WELL ENOWN PAINTER DEAD, 


James R. Lambdin, the Artist, Dies Sud- 
denly at Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 81.—James R. 
Lambdin, the celebrated portrait and land- 
scape painter, died suddenly about 6 o’clock 
this afternoon while on a train of the Read- 
ing Railroad bound for his home in German- 
town.

FROM THE RIVER DISTRICTS. 


The Members Also Discuss the Drainage 
Bill at Length. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 31.— [Special.] — The 

members of the Legislature from the river 
dfstricts also had a conference this after- 
noon, and agreed in the main to the pro- 
visions of the Drainage bill prepared by the 
commission, although Senator Newell said he 
would oppose itif it did not result in the re- 
movai of the adams at Copperas Creek and 
Henry, which had wrought incalculable in- 
jury. His peopie had more water now than 
they could vare for, and owing to the dams 
those who were so inclined could find good 
pickerel fishing on ground where crops were 
once raised. 
Mr. Reilly of Joliet gave some of the pro- 
visions of the Drainage bill, and, in speaking 
of them, Senator Newell declared himself as 
being opposed to any measure that would en- 
courage damage suits. Browne of La Salle 
called attention to the fact that there were 
fourteen out of twenty-five members from 
Cook County on the House Committee on 
Municipal Corporations, and as this was an 
unfair apportionment he was decidedly in 
favor of referring the bill to the Committee 
on Drainage. On some of the committees 
La Salle, Sangamon, and Rock Islaud had no 
representation, and Mr. Browne therefore 
wanted the bill to go to the Committee on 
Rivers, Canals, and Commerce if it could 
not be referred to Drainage. 

Senator Reinhardt concurred in what Sen- 
ator Newell haa said about the damage suits, 
and after Senator Bell had urged the ap- 
proval of the bill Senator Leeper said the 
measure would be ruinous to his constituents 
unless they were amply protected. 

Finally, Senator n of Will, a physi- 
cian, was called on for an per and he 
said that a volume of 300,000 cubic feet of 
water would certainly dilute the sewage of 
1,500,000 people. 

Browne of LaSalle wanted the bili amended

A LAD RILLs HIs PLAYMATE. 


James Cornish of Woodlawn Accidentally 
Shot—Other Hyde Park Matters. 

A painful casualty occurred at Woodiawn 
Park yesterday afternoon. James Cornish, 
aged 13 years, residing at No. 6456 Oglesby 
avenue, Earle Northup, 15 years, living at 
No. 6416 Oglesby avenue, and Frank White, 
Harold White, and Joe Rushton, fellow 
schoolmates residing in the near vicinity, 
while enjoying themselves in the basement 
of the Cornish residence agree to have some 
practice in rifle shooting. They accordingly 
secured a small Stevens 2-calibre rifle, 
and manufacturing a target placed it at 
the end of the room and prepared to settle 
the superiority of each asa marksman. The 
Cornish boy had tmed hig skill and had 
hastened to the target to see the result of 
his aim, when Northup grasped the weapon 
and proceeded to reload it. As Cornish 
started to return to the place for firing 
Northup, having finished reloading the 
weapon, started to put it to his shoulder.

In the discharge 
of the rifle which instantly followed the bullet 
struck Cornish in the head, sing through 
the skull just above the left eye. The 
wounded lad fell to the floor withacry of 
pain, and his horrified companions for a mo- 
ment were completely dazed and unabie to 
cumprehend the situation. They managed to 

ve an alarm, however, and the Cornish 
amily responded. Drs. Cook and Gee were 
hastily summoned, the latter arriving soon 
after the shooting had occurred. The little 
fellow bravely stood the pain, but no physi- 
cian’s skili could cause relief or bring about 
a cure. At7o’clock he died. The grief of 
the family was exceedingly great and ex- 
tended throughout the neighborhood of Wood- 
lawn Park. Among those who mourned most 
sincerely was young Northup, who had, al- 
— 4 purely by accident, fired the fatal 

ullet. 

The exceedingly frigid temperature of the 
water of Lake Michigan caused the failure 
of an attempt at suicide at Hyde Park yes- 
terday afternoon. A domestic named Lizzie 
Ryan, apparently 35 years of age and resid- 
ing with her mother at No. 138 Oak street, 
Chicago, visited the big village for the pur- 
pose of ending her earthly woes in the cold 
depths of Lake Michigan. She alighted from 
an lilinois Central suburban train at the 
Fifueth street station and proceeded 
southward along the lake shore on 
foot. At Fifty-tirst street her r 
actions were observed and the police noti- 
fied. When Fifty-third street was reached 
the female waded waist deep into the lake, 
and, uttering a piercing shriek, threw her- 
self forward into the water. Its icy temper- 
ature evidently had a ae oe for the 
would-be suicide proceeded hastily to retrace 
her steps toward terra firma. At this most 
critical juncture Officer Woods appeared 
in breathless haste, and with no thought of 
the danger of a wetting marched into the 
water and assisted the girl to land. She 
was taken to the police station, where the 
ladies of the Hyde Park Relief Society 
attended to her wants. She stated 
that her sister, who is unmarrie ana 
resides at No. 31 Bank street, was the cavse 
of the attempt to take her own life. Her sis-

NEW RAILROADS IN CHILI AND PERU. 


To Be Built by Engineers from the United 
States—Great Results Kxpected. 

Port TOWNSEND, W. T., Jan. 31.—[Special. } 
—A corps of American railway engineers 
left here this morning for Coquimbo, Peru, 
under engagement to the Chilian Govern- 
ment to superintend the surveying and con- 
struction of railway lines from the coast 
cities to interior points adjacent to 
the Argentine Republic. The Chilian 
Government has contracted with the North 
and South American Construction Com- 
pany of New York to build the 
lines, which will penetrate to the silver 
mines and facilitate the settlementof the 
country. Agents are now on the coast ne- 
gotiating for nearly 10,000,000 ties and other 
timber. All articles, including machinery, 
will be admitted free of duty. Nearly 600 
engineers and over 3,000 laborers will be en- 
gaged for service u Chili next autumn. The

MAKING INDIVIDUAL RATES, _. 

Important Change in the Gentlemen's 
Agreement” as Adopted in New York— 
The Trust Feature Removed by Giving 
Each Line Authority to Zstablish 
Tariffs Notwithstanding the Decision of 
the Arbitrators—Commissioner Waiker 
Regarded with Favor. 

The most important change made in the 
„gentlemen's agreement is in Art. 4 In 
its original shape, as adopted at the New 
York meeting, it practically took from the 
Officers of roads the management of their 
lines and gave to three outside persons as 
absolute power to make rates as though the 
section read: The authority to make rates 
shall be taken from the officers of the sev- 
eral roads as such and be vested absolutely 
in the Executive Committee of the Inter- 
State Commerce Association. | 

To leave the section in that form would 
have made the organization a trust. The 
officers of the leading Chicago roads did not 
feel that they had any right to surrender tne 
management of their roads to any such ex- 
tent. While they were in favor of an agree- 
ment for the strict maintenance of rates, 
they did not propose to join any combination 
calculated to end competition. Consequently 
Art. 3 was amended as follows to over- 
come those objections:

AsTRONG pressure has been brought to 
bear upon Senator Allison against his ac 
ceptance of the Treasury portfolio. Many of 
‘his friends in Washington and Iowa have 
urged him not to resign his seat in the Sen- 
ate, and it is believed that the reasons they 
have presented to him have had great weight. 
In fact, it is evident that Mr. Allison 
is thoroughly canvassing the matter 
in all ite different phases before reach" 
ing a decision. From his standpoint, 
no doubt, the acceptance of a seat in Gen. 
Harrison’s Cabinet would involve sacrifices 
in more ways than one which he does not 
teel, in justice to himself and friends, he is 
called upon tomake. In the Senate, he per- 
haps will reason, he is an acknowledged 
leader, while as a Cabinet officer it would, of 
course, become necessary for him to a con- 
siderable extent to sink his personality. It 
is not unlikely, also, that he still considers 
himself a Presidential possibility, and tnere- 
tore would be unwilling to place himself 
where he could not be permitted to 
indulge in the laudable ambition to 
become the ruler of the American people. 
The complications in the politics of his own 
State which would result from h's resigna- 
tion will also exert a powerful influence with 
Mr. Allison, Altogether the chances seem 
to be against his acceptance of the Treasury 
portfolio.

THE REVENUE REFORM LEAGUE’S BILL. 

The “Revenue Reform League of this: 
city has perfected its plan for the abolition of 
the evils arising from the undervaluation of 
real and personal estate by local assessors, 
which has made it so difficult for cities and 
counties to get money enough to run their 
governments. No plan can be simpler. It is 
that undervaluations shall cease. Thisis to 
be done by reénacting in more imperative 
language the provision about full cash valua- 
tions which has been on the statute books 
for half a century. The defect of 
the scheme is that no provision is 
made to secure the enforcement of 
the law. Then the revenue reformers, 
having raised the assessment on paper, 
proceed to cut down the rates of taxation 
now fixed. Counties must not collect more 
than twenty cents on the hundred dollars, 
instead ot seventy-five; cities not more than 


cents can be collected for educational pur- 
poses, and the limit of bonded indebtedness 
is made 2 per cent instead of 5. This would 
be necessary if all property were assessed at 
ite full cash value. For this city would be 
assessed at $800,000,000, and four millions 
would be as much as taxpayers would 
care to pay for general purposes 
or two millions anda half for schools. It 
would hardly do to give the Council power to 
issue thirty millions in bonds, so the limit is 
made so low that we could have a bonded 
debt of but sixteen millions. But supposing 
such a law as this were to be passed, and the 
local assessors were with one accord to keep 
on valuing property ata low rate, as they 
certainly would. Then cities ana counties 
would be in a pretty pickie. Their power to 
raise money would be cut down from a third 
to a quarter. Much the simplest plan is to 
give the State Board of Equalization the 
power to raise tne total assessment 
of the State 20 or 25 per cent, so as 
to enable it to make a just equalization, 
which it cannot now do. That would furnish 
the revenue which we certainly neea, and 
would not leave us dependent on the local 
assessors, who are not likely to do all of a 
sudden what they have failed to do ever 
since the State was organized. The Reve- 
nue law was enacted in 1872, and all the 
assessors were peremptorily ordered to ap- 
praise everything at full cash values. They 


doing 
stock and bonds were added together for 
taxation. Land was ordered to be taxed 
at its full. value; and the man who 
loaned money to the owner of the land was 


‘| ordered to be taxed, and the improvements 


made on the land by the borrowed money 
were taxed. The law demanded full taxa- 
tion and double taxation—the substance 
and the shadow were directed to be taxed; 
the horse and the note given for him even to 
be taxed. And all this is still the law. The 
first year the total valuation was pushed up 
to some 1,400 millions, or about half tne actual 
value. Since then there has been a steady 
decline to about 700 millions at the present 
time. This sametendency to reduce valua- 
tions is observable in all the States, and to 
refusal to assess notes given for property 
which is already taxed. The assessors don’t 
believe in double taxation or in assessing 
shadows. The best way is as stated, to give 
the State Board of Equalization the right to 
make moderate additions to the valuations 
returned by the assessors when it is seen 
they are too low. 


TO PURIFY PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

A change in the manner of conducting 
primary elections in this city has long been 
demanded. It has become a necessity for 
the purification of our municipal politics. 
The Crawford Primary law, which was in- 
tended to institute some degree of reform, 
has been a flat failure. It has accomplished 
nothing except to prolong the hours of poll- 
ing. It has not prevented fraudulent voting 
or ballot-box stuffing at primaries. It has 
but lent them a quasi-legal sanction. It was 
a makeshift at best. Nobody has been pun- 
ished for wrongdoimg under this law. The 


under it have been as frequent as the prima- 
ries and ro san ie is time that an 
effectual remedy should be proposed. The 
‘Washburne-Leman bill described in Tun 
Tripuns yesterday seems to be a remedy 
which goes to the root of the evil. It pro- 
poses to apply to primaries in Chicago and its 
populous suburbs all the safeguards and 
fraud preventives of the new Election law. 
The necessity for such a measure in relation 
to primaries is as pressing as was the neces- 
sity that existed for the new Election law in 
reference to municipai elections when it was

The Washburne-Leman bill proposes to 
strike at the root of those abuses, to make 


the primary elections decent, fair, and just. 


The execution of the law it is proposed to 
place in the charge of a non-partisan com- 
mission clothed with full powers to enforce 
it and to prosecute and punish for its viola- 
tion. The law shouid be passed without 
much delay. The expense of its administra- 
tion will be a mere trifle. It will be but a 
small percentage of the sum spent every 
primary election day by public-spirited cit- 
izens in hopeless efforts to secure an honest 
vote and a fair count. The machinery of the 
law can be setin motion not by committees 
of interested partisans and officeholders but 
by independent, public-spirited citizens. Much 
has been done for Chicagoin tae way of elect- 
oral reform during the last five years. The 
passage of this bili will supplement that work 
at the fountain head or primary. It will 
have as wholesome an effect on the political 
atmosphere of our city as the proposed drain- 
age scheme is expected to have on the 
physical atmosphere around Bridgeport and 
Joliet. The Leman-Washburne bill ought to 
be supported by the solid Cook County del- 


egation. 2 


RELIEF FOR THE SUPREME COURT. 

Business in the United States Supreme 
Court is now about four years behind. Thus, 
from the time a case is started in the lower 
courts until a final decision is reached in the 
tribunal of last resort, a period of e or siz 
years or more must elapse. Often this delay 
amounts to an sctual denial of justice. The 
rights in controversy may be such that by 
the timea final decision is reached their 
value has evaporated. Particularly in the 
case of patents the locking up of litigation in 
the courts may be the means of effecting 
spoliation and robbery under the forms of 
law. Protected by an erroneous decision in 
the lower courts a patent-stealer can extort 
mone from the public and rob the in- 
ventor for a term of years, and when 
a correct ruling is finally made in the 
upper court the wrongdoer retains his ill 
gotten gains. Cases might be multiplied 
aimost without end where five or six years’ 
detay in the administration of justice means 
wrong and ruin to men who ask and desire 
only whatis right. @ is nothing less than 


outrageous that, when so many State Consti- | 


tutions solemnly declare it the duty of the 
Government to render justice “promptly and 
without delay,“ in the highest court of the 
Nation “the law's delay“ offers extraordi- 
nary advantages to powerful, unscrupulous, 
and cunning litigants and helps them secure 
practical denials of justice. Great corpora- 
tions appeal their cases and contest them to 
the end to wear out suitors, multiply their 


costs and expenses, and thus make an ex- 


ample’ for the instruction of aggrieved 
individuals who think of asserting their 
rights in court. Although successful in 
the end the individual may find his victory 
not worth half its cost. in hundreds and 
thousands of cases justice might as well be 
denied absolutely from the outset as be with- 
held for a long term of years. 

In the Forum for February Alfred C. Coxe 
shows that without further legislation the 
Supreme Courtitself may greatly modify 
the evil ot the law’s delay in its cham- 
bers if it wili only break away from a few 
musty and unmeaning and useless tradi- 
tions: (1) Letthe Justices give up circuit 
riding and spend their whole working time 
on the business of the cqurt at Washington. 
(2) Let the reading of opinions be omitted 
and Monday be devoted to ordinary business, 
so that another day each week—20 per cent 
more working time—will be secured for 
hearing causes. (3) Where judgments are 
affirmed dispense with the writing of long 
opinions, unless constitutional questions are 
involved. or the issue is new or important. 

There is nothing to prevent these changes, 
and if adopted they would double the capacity 
of the court to dispose of business and in that 
enormous degree would modify the present 
outrageous delays and virtual denial of jus- 
tice. There is no reason why the valuable 
time of the Justices should be consumed in 
holding Circuit Courts, reading opinions, or 
writing elaborate decisions in unimportant 
cases where the judgment of the lower court 
is affirmed. The custom of riding circuit is 
not required by the Constitution and the 
Justices are under no obligation to comply 
with it. It was adopted when the country 
was poor, business before the Supreme Court 
light, and the Justices needed more work to 
occupy their time. These conditions are 
changed now, and the Justices need all their 
time for their duties at Washington. Besides, 
it is incongruous for a Justice to be hoiding 
court on circuit where his vote counts for no 
more than that of a District Judge, and 
where he renders opinions which he or his 
associates at Washington may be called on 
to review. Chief Justice Marshall once de- 
cided, and the entire court agreed with him, 
that the Justices could not™be compellea to 
hola Circuit Court, but that they might legal- 
ly do it, and for reasons of policy would do 
so. For reasons of policy they should now 
decline. The reading of opinions Monday is 
a useless ceremony. It is seldom that any 
one personally interested in a case is present 
when the decision is read. It would be suffl- 
cient to announce the decisions and file the 
opinions. This would give the court another 
working day every week. Then by abbrevi- 
ating the opinions where the judgment of the 
lower court is affirmed an enormous amount 
of time and labor could be saved. Sooner or 
later the Supreme Court must give up 
the useless, time-wasting custom of holding 
court on circuit, Keepiug an opinion day“ 
each week when in session, and writing 
elaborate opinions in unimportant cases. 
Where the court below was right and its 
judgment is affirmed there is no need of an 
exhaustive review of the law and the facts. 
Let the Supreme Court give up some of its 
old saddlebag traditions and institute re- 


‘forms needed in the interest of justice. It 


can act at once, and before the present ses- 
sion ends do much for its own relief and in 
_ interest of litigants now denied justice. 

In regard to traveling the circuits Mr. 
b gives this account of the matter: 
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THE MURDER OF JOHN M CLAYTON. 

A more atrocious political crime was never 
perpetrated in this country than the assas- 
sination of Col. John M. Clayton, the Repub- 
lican Congressman-elect from the Second 
Congressional District of Arkansas, but 
“stuffed out of his certificate. The facts 
are not yet fully known, but there seems to 
be no doubt that the assassination was a po- 
litical murder without a palliating circum- 
stance. At the place where Col. Clayton was 
murdered—Piummerville, Ark.—he had re- 
ceived a majority of at least 600 at the re- 
cent election, but just as the poils were being 
closed four masked men overpowered the 
election officers, stole the  ballot-box, 
and made off with it. By this out 
rage Clayton’s Democratic opponent, Breck- 
inridge, was counted in and made to appear to 


have a majority on the face of the returns } 


and the votes actually counted. Col Clay- 
ton served a notice of contest, and just be- 
fore his murder went to Piummerville to col- 
lect evidence. He had summoned some 500 
witnesses to give testimony. While sitting 
in a room in his hotel last Tuesday evening a 
shot was fired through the window and Col. 
Clayton was instantly killed. Clayton was a 
man of high character, of great personal 
popularity, and there 1s no doubt what- 
ever that partisan fury and deviltry alone 
prompted his murder. As the Little Rock 
Progress says: “That he has been shot down 
by an assassin in the interest of the defeated 
Democracy there is not a particle of doubt.” 

The atrocious political murder of John M. 
Clayton calis for punishment to the limit of 
the law. The villains who perpetrated it 
must be tracked down and hanged. The seat 
in Congress to which Col. Clayton was elect- 
ed must be declared vacant. The contestant 
is dead at the hands of a political assassin, 
but that is no reason why the fruits of ballot- 
box robbery and political murder should be 
realized. Let Arkansas wipe the foul stain 
from her record by apprehending and hang- 
ing the murderers of Clayton, and then let 
a decent, orderly, lawful election be heid to 
name his successor in Congress. Until then 
let the seat which has been vacated by mur- 
der remain vacant. 


ANNEXATION THE TRUE REMEDY FOR 
LAKE VIEW. 

The shortest, most direct, and least expen- 
sive way for Lake View to get rid of its bad 
water, its stenches, its noisome sewers, and 
its recurring epidemics is by annexation to 
the City of Chicago. It is evident that by 
acting independentiy it cannot secure an 
adequate supply of pure water. The intake 
of its present water-works system is so near 
shore that the sewage contamination will 
pour into it at all seasons when the wind 
blows off the shore. The oozings from tne 
cemeteries in the northern suburb and in the 
neighboring Town of Evanston will also find 
their way into this inlet. It is out of the 
question, therefore, that Lake View can ob- 
tain pure water so long as the present sys- 
tem is maintained. And Lake View is not in 
a position to extend and improve its 
system so as to secure abdsolutely 
pure water—as pure, say, as that of 
Chicago—without Chicago’s codperation. 
It cannot raise the necessary money to ex- 
tend its tunnel sufficiently far out into the 
lake to avoid tife pollution, nor can it afford 
to change the direction of its sewers or 
cemetery drains so as to brevent contamina- 
tion. It would take at least $2,000,000 for a 
new tunnel and new water-works. The bor- 
rowing power of the northern suburb is now 
nearly exhausted. It has reached the limit 
of taxation. The only way out seems to be 
annexation to Chicago. 

Once annexation is an accomplished fact, 
our water mains will be connected with the 
water pipes of Lake View, and every house- 
hold in the northern suburb will be abun- 
dantly supplied with fresh, pure, wholesome, 
and potabie water. This can be done at a 
comparatively trifling expense. The sewage 
system of Lake View will at the same time 
become a part of the Chicago system. Even 
if Lake View had the money it would take 
two or three years to construct a new tunnel 
with appurtenant mains. In the meantime 
the ravages of the epidemic woulda have 
played havoc with the population and the 
values of the town. The typhoid plague 
which now rages there would appear inter- 
mittently and cause a depreciation in real es- 
tate such as the ague epidemic caused 
at Riverside some years ago, and from 
which it has not yet wholly recovered. Real 
estate values in the town have already suf- 
fered. They will suffer more. 

The only sure way to stop the downward 
progress of rates and values and to restore 


the health of the town is to annex it to Chi- 


cago. The people of Lake View must face 
the issue seriously. They should at once 
call on their Representatives in the State 
Legislature to pass the Knight-Bliss bill with 
the emergency clause, so that Chicago’s sani- 
tary system may be extended over | tneir 
town next April. Only hungry officeholders 
will object. The life of one valuable citizen 
—like the late Mr. Phillips, who died a victim 
to the impure water of Lake View—is more 
precious than the places of the whole brood of 
hungry cormorants. The Lake View people 
ought to bestir themselves in this matter, 


DO NOT LET DOWN THE BARS. 

Out of whatit gets from liquor tax and a 2 
per cent tax levied on the State assessment 
valuation this city has to get all tne money 
it needs to do everything except pay the in- 
terest on the bonded debt and support the 
schools and thé public library. As the 2 per 
cent tax produces only a little over three 
millions. and as the city needs more money 
for many purposes, Controller Burley has 
prepared a bill for submission to the Legis- 
lature so amending the law as to provide 
that the Council may levy a tax outside of

Pass this measure in 1889, ana in 1891 we 
shall see a bill introduced to take the tire de- 
partment or street cleaning out from under 
the protection of the statutory limitation.

But there is a safe way of getting some 
more mon which is actually needed for 
general purposes.

HAVE THE “GENTLEMEN” SOLVED THE 
PROBLEM? © 

The revised “agreement between gentle- 
men looks well on paper. The test will 
come when it 1s put in force. The theory 
seems to be that if tne railroads exercise an 
espionage over one another to prevent dis- 
criminations in favor of persons or places, 
and promptly report such acts to the Inter- 
State Commission, the effect will be to re- 
strain or perhaps throttle competition. It 
cannot be denied that in their competition 
since the new law went into effect the rail- 
roads have sought to discriminate unlawfully 
and evade that measure by cutting rates at 
common points without giving intermediate 
stations a share in the reduction. Hence it 
is thought if the Jaw is strictly enforced so 
that when a long haul rate goes down it will 
carry short haul rates with it the roads will 
hesitate before inaugurating rate wars and 
fighting for trafiic. Accordingly the 
plan now is for the roads to watch 
one another and report to the Inter-State 
Commission any carrier caught making dis- 
criminations. By this means it is thought 
the anti-discrimination features of the Inter- 
State act can be made to nullify the anti- 
pooling provision of the same measure and 
the public be deprived of the benofits of com- 
petition. The weakness of the plan is in the 


fact that many lines have but little local 


business to protect,” and they must have 
long haul traffic or go into bankruptcy. 
These roads can take traffic away from the 
stronger lines only by offering lower rates. 
They are not restrained from making soch 
rates because a corresponding reduction of 
short hauls would cripple them. Their local 
business is comparatively insignificant, but 
they must have a certain proportion of the 
long distance traffic in order to live, and 
to get it they need not necessarily 
discriminate against short haul business. 
These lines are the masters of the 
situation, and they will desist from compe- 
tition only when they get more trale by ob- 
serving an agreement than they could obtain 
by competition. The test of the “ gentle- 


men’s agreement” will come when the com- } 


mittees undertake to arrange tariffs that will 
satisfy the strong roads and yet give the rate- 
cutters more traffic than they could gain by 
competition. When “ percentages” and dif- 
ferentials are arranged so as to produce 
these results the problem will be solved, but 
until that time the pubhc will have some 
benefits from competition. 

The whole question is one of “drinking 
fair, Sairy, as between the competime car- 
riers. The railroad experts have struggled 
with problem in vain, and outside assist- 
ance ishow sought. Commissioner Walker is 
asked to lea ve his salary of $7,500 as an Inter- 
State Commissioner and accept $25,000 a year 
to keep the railroad cats from scratching. 
Mr. Walker has many qualifications for the 
task. He has studied railroad questions 
closely for years, but has never been a rail- 
road official and is free from entanglements, 
complications, or prejudices growing out of 
past associations. He has studied railroad 
questions from the public standpoint rather 
than with a view to learn the “tricks, 
schemes, and devices” by which one road 
can gain traffic at the expense of another. 
Possibly Mr. Walker may succeed as a 
harmonizer where all others have failed, and 
he may adjust differentials to the satisfac- 
tion of all, but the odds are against him, since 


the simple fact is there are too many rail- 
4 roads for the traffic, and it seems impossible 


to divide the business so all will be content. 
The trouble 1s there is not enough traffic to 
go around. 


Tun recent discussions in regard to the 
value of the storage battery system for elec- 
tric traction have brought out a statement of 


actual results obtained on a street line in 


New York City which substantially puts to 
rest some of the strongest theoretical objec- 
tions that have been urged against the 
storage plan. The claim that the best storage 
battery hitherto devised yields but about 40 
per cent of the power applied and is there- 
fore highly wasteful, is contradicted by the 
fact that more than 80 per cent is steadily 
obtained on the line in question. The 
120 elements on the traction car weigh, 
with trays’ and containing boxes, a 
little under two tons. They contain 
fifty-two -horse-power hours, and will 
carry the car a distance of thirty-six miles 
without being recharged, performing the 
work of transporting 400 passengers. The 
relative cost may be best inferred from the 
statement that if the battery lasted through 
six months of constant service it would just 
about compete with horse traction, whereas 
the batteries last fully two years. Also the 
material in the battery is not destroyed when 
the usefulness of the apparatus ends, but is 
again made over into battery by a process so 
cheap as tocompare tavorably with the main- 
tenance of horses. One of the carsin the 
service has frequently run a distance of 
twelve miles, carrying over 200 passengers, 
with an expenditure of less than fifteen 
horse-power hours of energy.

SECRETARY BAYARD TALKS, 


He Says the State Department Has Been 
. Misrepresented. 
. Wasurnerton, D. C., Jan. 31.—It is under- 
stood that Consul General Sewall, who has 
been detained in Washington for some time 
by the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
expects to leave here Friday or Saturday for 
Samoa. Secretary Bayard was this evening 
shown the dispatch from Auckland stating 
that Germany had given notice that all ves- 
sels arriving at Samoa will be searched for 
contraband goods. He said the department 
had today received a dispatch from Consul 
Blacklock stating that war had been declared 
against Mataafe and that martial law had 
been proclaimed by the German Consul at 
Apia.

THE TREATY OF PERPETUAL PEACE, 


The Agreement Signed by the Parties of 
Tamasese and Malietoa. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 31.—Commander B. F. 
Day of the United States navy has had some- 
thing to do with Samoan affairs. It was on 
board bis ship, the Mohican, that the peace 
of 1886 was signed. Mr. Day this afternoon 
showed to a reporter the curious document.

Evidences of Mourning All Along the Line 
of the Koad Over Which the Funeral 
Train Passes—Vienna Papers All Print 

_ Mourning Editions—Rudolf Was a Friend 

of Clemenceau, but Did Not Want It to 

_ Be Known—General Foreign News. 

_ Vienna, Jan. 31.—The body of the Crown 
Prince was conveyed to Baden by road last 
evening, and was brought from there by a 
special royal train, which started at 12:20 
o’clotk this morning. A large crowd sur- 
rounded the Southern Station in this city 
when the train arrived. The most profound 
silence reigned. The station itself had been 
filled with people, put they quietly withdréw 
when requested to do so by the guards. She-t- 
ly before midnight four attendants carried a 
bier to the platform. 

At 12:45 Prince Hohenlohe-Schillingsfurst, 
Grand Master of the Imperial Household, ar- 
rived, The funeral train reached the station 
atlo’clock, The coffin, draped With a velvet 
- pall on which was embroidered a gold cross, 
was placed on the bier. The people about 
the station removed their hats as the coffin 
was brought out. The bier was placed in 
a carriage drawn by six horses, behind 
which walked Court Chaplain Mayer, 
Prince Hohenlohe, Col. Count Orsini 
Rosenburg, the deceased’s aide-de-camp, 
and Capt. Giessiinoro. The guards walked 
on each side of the carriage. Crowds of * 
ple awaited the arrival of the cortége at the 
Hofburg, where the coffin was. borne into 
the apartments of the deceased Prince. 

The papers of Vienna all print mourning 
editions today. They express the deepes 
sorrow at the death of the Crown Prince an 
extol his merits. They declare that he was 
the pride of his parents, an ornament and 
joy to the whole imperial family, the hope of 
the people, and a noble and high-souled pro- 
moter of the arts and sciences. They all ex- 
press heartfelt sympathy for the family of 
the Crown Prince. 

IN THE PAUPERS’ HEARSE.

NOT A PATCH OF PURE WATER IN SIGHT. 


Lake Michigan from the Shore of the Fever 
| Infected Suburb. 

The people of Lake View are now in the 
position of Coleridge’s ancient mariner who 
said, Water, water everywhere, and not a 
drop to drink.” But they all take theif 
medicine. That's the situation. 

Health Commissioner Sieber still insists on 
straadling the fence. “Lake View water is 
all right,” he says publicly. “Don’t drink 
it,” is his private advice to his patients. 
Mayor Boldenweck says the water is pure; 
Commissioner of Pubiic Works Sanders is a 
littie more frank and admits that it might be 
better. The public, however, emphatically 
declares that the water is poisonous. 

Lake View's water-works are on Sulzer 
street, between Graceland and Lawrence 
avenues, about two miles north of Fullerton 
avenue. Two mains, sixteen and twenty 
inch, extending into the lake 1,600 and 2,000 
feet, supply the town with water. The im- 
purity of this water may be judged by the 
following: 

Two blocks south is the Marine Hospital 
se wer — 2,000 feet distant, Mr. Sanders says, 
but it seems hardly that far. North of tne 
crib, atout two blocks, is the Lawrence 
avenue sewer. South near Buena avenue 
is the Graceland avenue sewer; still a 
little farther south is the Grace street sewer, 
a block or two farther is the Nellie 
avenue sewer, then the Roscoe street and 
Nevada avenue sewers; still farther down 
the Belmont avenue sewer, which drains chat 
street as far as Clark street, and finally the 
Surf avenue sewer, which drains to Evans- 
ton avenue. All of these sewers are main 
pipes connected with smaller ones which 
empty into them. All this refuse ultimately 
finds its way into the water mains and dis- 
tributes itseif over the city. In brief, all the 
territory east of Clark street drains directiy 
into tae lake; that west.of Clark drains into 
the North Branch of the Chicago River. 

Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter 
walked along the lake-shore as far as Grace- 
land avenue. Nearly as far out in the lake 
as one could see the water was discolored 
having a yellowish, muddy hue. A stiff 
northerly wind was blowing towards Chica- 
go whatever filth there was on tne surface 
of the water. And this matter was not lack- 
img. Decomposed hay, garbage, decaying 
vegetables—everything was there. The surf 
that was breaking over the high bank of 
snow and ice on the shore was a yellowish 
red. At the foot of Belmont avenue a trunk 
sewer struggies in vain to empty its contents 


into the lake. Here the vast quantity of filth’ 


deposited daily has eaten away a large por- 
tion of the ice and snow close to the shore. 
Along the breakwater the water bubbles 
continually, showing the force with which 
the is trying to escape. The stench 
is unbearabie. The same thing is seen 
near the Graceland avenue sewer. Matter 
of the filthiest sort imaginable covered the 
surface of the water for hundreds of feet. 
Smoke arose from the floating stuff nearer 
the shore. The wind was blowing ail this 
filth away from the water-works yesterday, 
but some idea may be formed of the nature 
and the amount of the filth which enters 
Lake View water mains and finds its way 
into dwelling-houses when the wind isin the 
right direction. Commissioner of Public 
orks Sanders yesterday admitted that 
there were times when Lake View’s water 
was decidedly impure. He thought, however, 
that the current in the lake was southward, 
so that in general the filth from the sew- 
ers into the lake was carried away from 
the Lake View water-works. There 
are times when our water is riled, 
nobody disputes that.“ he said, “but if 
it never gets worse than it is now it won't 
be so bad after all.“ He admitted there was 
some fever in Lake View, but said it was 
malaria with typhoid symptoms, not the true 
typhoid. He aid not think the streets or 
alleys were in bad condition and he was 
certain that bage wagons made lar 
rounds. If oar water isimpure,” he said, 
in conclusion, “it must receive its general 
contamination from Chicago, for the sewers 
that empty into the lake were recently built 
in sparsely settled localities.“ 
A druggist on Halsted street critised the 
ans who were decrying Tue 
une for bringing to light tne sani- 
tary condition of Lake View. “Mark my 
words,” he said, those doctors who have 
been interviewed and now denying tmeir 
statements had no idea of the sanitary con- 
dition of the town when they first talked, 
and never suspected it would reflect so hard 
on the gon inefficiency of the present 
Health Department. Now they are scared, 
and would take back what they said. Tun 
TRIBUNE is doing well, even if it does tem- 
porarily depreciate the value of reai estate. 
Such lessons are salutary, and if we can 
have a good Health Department after this 
it will pay much better in the end than the 
paltry ioss we may suffer now in real estate 
values. I want to see this good work kept

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JUDGE TULEY CONDEMNS CERTAIN 
METHODS OF THE POLICE. 


Justice Woodman, Capt. Aldrich, and 
Others Examined by the Court in ®& 
Habeas Corpus Case — He Pronounces 
Their Acts an Extraordinary Proceed- 
ing—He Denounces the System, Defines 


the Powers of the Police aud Justices, | 


and Discharges the Prisoners. 

Judge Tuley yesterday severely criticised 
the methods of the police in arresting per- 
sons on suspicion and locking them up, for 
days while attempting to find some charge to 
prefer in a police court. Magistrates who, 
without a hearing, consign prisoners to jail 
algo came in for a scorching rebuke. 

an. 24 William J. Madden was arrested 
and locked up at the West Lake Street Sta- 
tion, where be was joined the following day 
by nis brother Michael. It is supposed that 
they were locked up on suspicion of having 
stolen a tub of butter, but no charge was pre- 
ferred against them, and until Monday the 
prisoners’ mother searched without success 
for them. Then Attorney Ryan located them, 
and threatened to sue outa writ of habeas 
corpus. An hour or two later the lads 
were transferred to the Despiaines 
Street Station, where, at the re 
quest of an officer, Justice Woodman 
continued the hearing until today. The fol- 
lowing day Judge Tuley issued a writ ot 
habeas corpus, and in making his answer 
Capt. Aldrich of the Desplames Street Sta- 
tion said the boys had been sent to jail on a 
mittimus issued by Justice Woodman and 
were no longer in his custody. It took but a 
moment for Judge Tuley to send for them, 
ut he soon decided that he wanted to hear 
rom Justice Woodman, and the hearing was 
postponed until yesterday. 

Justice Woodman was in court, as were 
the prisoners with their attorneys and Capt. 
Aldrich, who was represented by Assistant 
Justice Woodman 
was ordered to take the stand and was 
closely questioned. He said he knew little of 
the case. About 11 o’clock last Monday 
morning Officer John Wessler had brought in 
the prisoners, and, saying that no witnesses 
were present, asked for a continuance for 
ten days. I thought this was too long,“ 
said Justice Woodman, and I set the case 
for Friday.“ 

“Did you have a complaint or warrant?” 
asked the court. 

és No.“ 

„How did you suppose you obtained juris- 
diction in the case! Do you usually assume 
it when an officer requests you to!“ 

„No, your Honor.“ 

Officer Wessler said he and Officer McDon- 
ald had taken the prisoners before Justice 
Woodman. Aboutllo’clock Capt. Aldrich 
told Wessler to look for Lieut. Tyfe or an 
ofticer from the West Madison Street Station. 
He did not find one and Cupt. Aldrich 
told him to take the prisoners into court and 
ask for a continuance. This he did, and knew 
nothing more of the case. 

Attorney Ryan made a brief argument and 
the court, saying he did not care to hear 
from the other side, said: 


DEFINING THE DUTIES OF THE POLICE. 

The petitioners file a writ of habeas cor- 
pus stating that they are confined for a sup- 
posed crime without a warrant und that they 
are unabie to ascertain on what charge they 
were arrested. A writ is issued, and Capt. 
Aldrich replies that one of the prisoners was 
arrested Jan. 24 by Officers Fitzgerald and 
Martin, and the other was arrested Jan. 25 
by other officers: Both were confined in a 
police station over which the Captain had 
control. Jan. 28 they were taken before 
Justice Woodman, who, without complaint or 
other authority than the mere request of an 
officer, continued the Case. 

“Tne authority of an officer is solely that 
of a conservator of the peace. He has no 
authority by statute not given him by com- 
mon law. Under the common law an officer 
has a right to arrest on view with- 
out @ warrant when he sees an of- 
fense is being committed. He also 
has the right to 
suspicion. Reasonable suspicion is difficult 
to define, but is usually created by a seuti- 
ment of a third party that a felony or misde- 
meanor has been committed. The Supreme 
Court says that the officer must make dili- 
gent inquiry before making an arrest on such 
grounds. if he arrests on complaint of a 
thira party, and it transpires that no felony 
or misdemeanor has been committed, the 
officer is not liable in an action for false 
arrest. eh 

Under our statute he may arrest without 
a warrant aud on his own suspicion without 
the complaint of a third party, but if he does 
so he is liable. 

Now. one of these parties was arrested 
Jan. 24 ana the other Jan. 25, though neither 
was taken before a magistrate until Jan. 
while the statute distinctly provides that al 
persons must be taken before a magistrate 
without unnecessary delay, and tne oid com- 
mon law provides that this must be done 
forthwith. The Supreme Court holds that 
the two terms have the same meaning. 

It was the duty of the police to do this at 
once. Ina large city like this a police court 
should be open at ail hours of the day, so 
that a prisoner need not be confined for hours 
when his case might be disposed of in fifteen 
minutes. In this case one prisoner was con- 
fined for three and the other for four days 
without being brought before a magistrate, 
and the case was then continued. There 
was no justification for this. It 1s not pre- 
tended that the witnesses were absent from 
the city and could not have been brought in 
in a few hours. 

| A FAULTY SYSTEM. 

1 do not see that any particular criticism 
applies to Capt. Aldrich. He is merely act- 
ing as a part of asystem. Anysystem which 
allows prisoners to be locked up for days 
without a hearing should not be allowed to 
exist and should not be tolerated by any 
court. 

In a criminal case a Justice has no juris- 
diction unless a complaint is filed, and until 
the complaint is filed no warrant should 
issue. Here a Justice on the mere statement 
of a police officer that the prisoners had com- 
mitted a felony sent them to jail. 

„When an officer arrests a person on sus- 
picion a complaint should ve taken and at 
once. In this case the magistrate had no 
more jurisdiction to issue a mittimus than 
had acitizen of the State of New York. But 
he not only issues a mittimus, but in it states 
that ‘these parties were examined before 
me’ on complaint under oath of John Wess- 
ler, while on the stand he under oath says 
that no complaint was made, that there was 
no examination, while Jonn Wessler says 
that he made no complaint. 

“If this Gan be done there is no reason 
why the Judge on the bench or any other 
citizen Cannot be taken at the whim of any 
police cer and consigned to jail. It is an 
extraordinary proceeding to be termed a 
— 1 in a oes — law. 

0 o parties may guilty; 1 will not in- 
quire into that. It is enough that there is no 
warrant of law by which they can be held, 
It may be said that I am dealing in technical- 
ities. I know of no use for technicalities ex- 
cept to preserve the personal liberty of tne 
citizen. Then they rightly apply and I shall 
use them and discharge parwes under them, 
even if itresultsina general jail delivery. 
The relators are discharged.”

A Lumberman Explains the Order stopping 
Logging on the Reservation. 

Eav Crarre, Wis., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—* I 
will tell you the real inside motive that 
prompted the order of Commissioner Oberly 
stopping logging on Indian reservations, if 
you won't use my name,“ said a lumberman 
of this city who operates on one of the reser- 
vations and who was observed to be worry- 
ing but very little about the order, while 
nearly all the other operators supposed the 
jig was up with them for this winter at least. 
The fact is that while the Senate Investi- 
gating Committee, in my opinion, failed to 
bring out any facts in regard to the manage- 
ment of the reservations which reflected 
seriously on the honorable Secretary of the 
Interior, yet the committee did kick upa 
good deal of dust after all, and the investiga 
tion started by Thad Pound and so vigorous 
ly carried on by Chandier’s committee cre- 
ated a pretty general impression that there 
was a good dealof crookedness somewhere 
about the reservations. Gen. Vilas has just- 
hy regarded the Indian investigation as a Re- 
publican assault on the Administration and 
on him as astockholder of the Superior Lum- 
ber Company, at the behest of which corpora- 
tion, it is alleged, Indian Agent Gregory was 
r and the result has been a contin- 
val throwing of mud at Vilas, whether it 
stuck to him or not. Don’t you see that 
Vilas, by seizing upon a critical time at

AMONG THE ‘RAILROADS. 


THE WESTERN STATES PASSENGER 
| ASSOCIATION AGREEMENT. 
— — — 1 . 
It Ie Adopted and Will Go into Effect To- 
day—It Is Regarded as the Strongest 
Yet Drawn Up—A Wholesome Awe of 
the Inter-State Commissioners Helps It 
Along—Alleged Cutting of East-Bound 
Grain Rates—Notes. 

The new t and rules of 
the Western States Passenger Association, the 
principal provisions of which have already been 
published in Tue TRIBUNE, were yesterday 
unanimously adopted at a meeting ot the Gener- 
al Managers and will go into effect today. The 
auxiliary agreement covering the Southwestern 
territory, which was made for the purpose of in- 
cluding the Wabash Railroad, was also 
adopted. The latter road waived its de- 


mand for the prohibition of fast trains. It 


was thought that the gentlemen's agreement 
was broad enough to cover the question of time 
schedules. 

The action of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission in making aa additional investiga- 
tion into passenger irregularities had much 
to do with the action taken yester- 
day. They were anxious to convince 
the Commissioners when they came 
back here next Monday that they had kept their 
promise that all violations of the law in trans- 
acting passenger business would be stopped at 
once, It is believed that no serious irregularities 
can be practiced under the new agreemert, and 
it would not be safe for any General Passenger 


Agent to give scalpers an opportunity to cut 


rates. 

The broad purpose of the new passenger agree 
ment is that all action by a member that concerns 
or may affect other members shall be joint in- 
stead of individual, with a view of securing uni- 
formity in the conduct of the competitive busi- 
ness, protecting each member against unfair 
action by uny or all of the others, and restrict- 
ing them to tair and open competition with lines 
qutside of the association. 

The agreement and rules are considered by far 
the most — 1 2 in all respects that have ever 
been adopted for the government of passenger 
business. It provides for we 
reasonable but remunerative ra and the cut- 
ting off of needless and extravagant expe 1 
It is agreed that the maximum commission 
on any or all classes of one-way or round-trip 
tickets of the issue of connecting lines shall not 
exceed 50 cents per ticket between Chicago and 
St. Louis, $1 per ticket between Chicago or St. 
Louis and Missouri River ints, and §1 per 
ticket between Chicago, St. uis, Kansas City, 
or Missouri River points and St Paul 
in either direction. Commissions to inter- 
mediate points are proportionately less, and 
all prior arrangements made by or on behalf of 
any of these lines inconsistent with these re- 
duced rates of commission are canceled. These 
commissions can only be paia to regular ticket 
agents in lieu of salary, but not to scalpers or 
outsiders. 

As one of the first steps under the new agree- 
ment the eneral passenger agents will 
at their rst meeting take up the 
question of coupon ticket issues with a view 
of withdrawing from sale all tickets reading 
over routes so circuitous as to make them avail- 
able for use by brokers at intermediate points; 
also to restrigg the further use of coupon tickets 
except as th may be agreed upon by all lines 
in inte rest. 


Alleged Cutting of Rates. 

Rumors are again current that east-bound 
grain rates are being seriously cut. One fast 
freight line yesterday made a contract for 100 
cars, which it is claimed was taken at two cents 
per 100 pounds less than regular tariff, 
The rates, it is believed, are manipu- 
lated by the lines east of the Western 
termini of the Central Traffic Association lines 
in connection with ocean steamship lines. The 
present grain shipments are exeeedingly light, 
and the little that does go forward takes the so- 
called weak and indirect routes. The strong 
and direct lines get scarcely anything, and this 
is considered positive proof that weak lines 
are cutting rates, as with uniform rates the strong 
lines would get the larger proportion. If busi- 
ness continues as light as it is at present the cut- 
ting rates will become still more pronounced, as 
some of the roads must t business to meet 
current expenses. There no prospect of an 
immediate improvement in the grain business 
via Chicago, as th of Nebraska

The Only means by 
which this diversion of traffic can be prevented 
and the cutting of rates stopped is to make a 
material reduction in rates from Chicago to New 
York.

No Settlement of Dressed Beef Rates. 


New YORK, Jan. 31.—[Special.]—A meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Trunk Lines 
Association was held today at Mr. Fink’s office, 
No. 346 Broadway. It was expected that the 
question of differentials on dressed beef rates 
would be settled. Nothing, however, was accom- 
plished, and the subject under dispute was re- 
ferred back to the Chicago Committee, which is 
to meet again some day next week. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion had intended to take final action on Chair- 
man Blauchard's resignation today, but deferred 
such action until tomorrow. 


Another Phase of the Manitoba Fight. 

WINNIPEG, Man., Jan. 31.—[Special.}—Another 
sensation in railway matters is promised. The 
Canadian Pacific has filed a bill in chancery ask- 
ing the court to restrain the Northern Pacific & 
Manitoba Railway Company from operating or 
continuing the construction of that road on the 
ground that the local Legislature cannot enact 
legislation regarding a railway connecting at the 
boundary line with a foreign railway; also on 
the grqund that any legislation of the local Le 
islature is ultra vires which provides for a rail- 
way crossing the Canadian Pacific or its 
branches, they being declared works for the gen- 
eral advantage of Canada.

Senator Crawford Asks That $219 Be Al- 
lowed to the Wife of Gen, Swift. 
SPRINGFIELD, DL, Jan. 31.—|Special.J—A 
bill was introduced in the Senate this morn- 
ing to appropriate $219 to Melissa A. Swift, 
wife of Brig.

Druggists Throughout the State Dissatis- 
fied with the Pharmacy Law. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—The 
pharmacists throughout the State, or a great 
majority of them, are opposed to the present 
Pharmacy law, and the bill introduced by 
Senator Hamer this morning to repeal the 
act will receive hearty support. The history 
of the law is given as follows in a circular: 

About four a small number of drug 
men got together and called themselves ** Drug- 

sts’ Association or Drug Union of the State 
of Illinois.“ They appoin a board known as 
the Board of Pharmacy,“ drummed up a law 
known as the Drug law of the State, and had 
themselves appointed as said board. This board 
has the power to levy a 1 tax of $2 on every 
drug man in the State. ey use this money to 
crush ag drug man who will not sign this con- 
tract. Ask the board that is living on our 
money. and who will come to you this winter for 
more laws. if they were not appointed by the 
Bioomington meeting, and if there is not a reso- 
lution now before t association, that this 
board has to report to, to put every man that will 
not join this wicked combination on the black- 
list. 


Annexation Bill to Be Printed. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 31.—[Special. |—The 
Senate Committee on Municipalities or- 
dered the Knignt-Bliss Annexation bill to be 
printed for the information of the members. 
Senator Fuller’s Savings Benk bill, which is 
the New York banking law, was reported 
back favorably by the Committee on Banks 
and Banking. e Insurance Committee 
considered four insurance bills and referred 
them to sud-committees.

NEW MEXICO IS LEFT OUT. 


THE SENATE CAUCUS AGREES ON A 
TERRITORIAL BILL. 


It Provides for the Admission of the North- 
western Territories, buat Leaves New 
Mexico Out in the Cold—A Naval Cadet 
to Be Appointed from Congressman 
Mason's District—Bids for the Construc- 
tion of the Approaches to the New 
Marine Hospital. 3 

Wasuineorton, D. C., Jan. $1.—[Special.]— 

The Republican Senatorial caucus practi- 

cally settled this morning on a Territorial 

policy which will not include New Moxico. 

The outcome of it was a resolution to pre- 

pare a substitute for the Springer omnibus 

bill, which shall provide for the admission of 
the Northwestern Territories. The senti- 
ment wus that constitutional conventions 
should be called for the two Dakotas to pass 
upon the new constitutions, but another 

vote should not be required on di 

vision. The Springer bill, it was agreed,

Congress yearly makes an &ppropriation of 
$100,000 for seeds to be distriouted by mem- 
bers and Senators, and iu connection with 
Patent Office reports and parts of 
Congressional ra they form a 
part of the average Congress- 
man’s political capital. Mr. Burnett proposed 
that these seeds be bereafter distributed 
through the colleges and experimental sta- 
tions, and a lively debate followed. In the 
course of his remarks be pointed out the great 
abuses which exist under tne present sys- 
tem. The seeds now cost $60,000 and their 
distributuon ; Of the pack- 
ages 25 per cent were turnip-seed, 
worth about one cent a package. Tobacco 
came next, but such valuable seeds as 
corn, beet, sorghum, oats, wheat, and millet 
were almost neglected. For instance, it 
took 253,789 packages of turnip seed to aap 
ply the wants of the House, but only 
quarts of wheat and twenty-six quarts of 
millet were distributed. Mr. Burnett, who 
is a practical farmer, told the committee that 
millet is one of the most valuable of forage 
crops, and yet only twenty-six quarts were 
distributed. Mr. Burnett wen 
that to his positive knowledge several mem- 
bers.representing city districts had sold their 
entire seed quota for $25, while country 
members had had to buy them, one of them 
having said that unless he purchased 5,000 or 
6,000 more packages and sent them to his 
constituents he would be defeated for re- 
election.

Wasmxerox, D. C., Jan. 28.— The action 
taken in the House on the irrigation item of 
the Sundry Civil bill shows that Congress is 
now thoroughly embarked in the survey 
and segregation of sites for water storage in 
the sterile tracts of the West. Last year it 
gave $100,000 for such surveys and this year 
an additional sum of $150,000 was proposed, 
which in Committee of the Whole Saturday 
Was raised to $250,000. At that rate of prog- 
ress these appropriations, con g that 
they are tor surveys only, will become for- 
midable; in fact, Maj. Powell, Director of 
the —— Survey, to whom the expen- 
ditures of these large sums are intrusted, 
thinks that they will mount into the millions 
before the survey is finished. In adaition

The 
Governor of Wyoming in his last annual re- 
port deciares that the most important subject 
of legislation for that Territory is water 
storage, and he urges additional surveys of 
public lands for this purpose in regions al- 
ready settied by thriving communities: 

In many districts, where water is abundant 
for irrigation purposes, farming is relied upon, 
and the time is near at hand when all the valleys 
now producing only half a crop of grass will 
waving flelds of gruin and rich with root and 
vegetable productions. There are many portions 
of Wyoming where farming is carried on success- 
fully without irrigation, and as the soil is broken 
up and the ground prepared to receive the moist-

The Governor of New Mexico says that the 
two most urgent needs there are the settle- 
ment of land tities and the storage of water.

[In 1860 the Republican party elected Abraham 
Lincoln President of the United States. The 
platform of that party pledged it to oppose the 
extension of slavery into any of the Territories 
of the United States north or south of the old 
Missouri Compromise line of 36° 30’. It declared 
it would not meddle with the institution of slav- 
ery in the States where it existed under the al- 
leged guarantees of the Constitution, but under 
no circumstances should it pass beyond the 
bounds of the States where it then was. Al- 
though Lincoln was elected as constitutionally 
as any President who preceded him, nearly all 
the Southern States said that they would not 
submit to the decision of the popular voice, but 
would secede fromthe Union and set up a slave 
confederacy of theirown. With the connivance 
of Buchanan they were enabled to secede with- 
outinterference, Lincoln was inaugurated and 
repeated the declaration of his party 
platform that theré was no intention to 
interfere with slavery in the States. Never- 
theless, the seceding slave States would 
not return, and more would have joined them 
had not Mr. Lincoln been able to catch them by
